and profitable to buy lambs at mar 
ket prices and feed them with alf 
alfa as the principal ration, The 
alfalfa ration was suplpemented with 
smaller quantities of oat sheaves 
and a certain amount of grain, 

The following statement shows 
that the average profit per head rea 
lized was over one dollar:

Although Canada has never had a 
Plague of such magnitude as to be a 
matter of national history, there are 
each year thousands of preventable 
deaths from tuberculosis, typhoid fev- 
er, and other infectious diseases, 
Scarcely a family escapes a visit from 
the germ cf consumption and very few 
such families but record either a death 
or a prolonged illness as a result of 
that visit. It has »een estimated that 
every “open” case of tuberculosis of 
the lungs, i.e., every case where there 
is coughing up of sputum as a result 
of the disease infects one other. So 
that an endless chain of ill health and 


deficit in the world that we cannot re- 
place for years to come. When the 
war is over, the flelds will be left, but 
the stock will have disappeared.

German Bullets Are Far More Deadly 
in Their Effects 

Dr. J. Hartnell Davis, late director 
of the British field hospital for Bel- 
gium, and H, 8. Soumair, F.R.C.S., 
assistant surgeon of the West London 
hospital, contributes to the British 
Medical Journal an article relating 
to their experiences in the treatment 
of the wounded, in the course of 
which they say: 

“The destruction of tissue in bullet 
wounds is so great that each side has 
repeatedly accused the other of using 
dum-dum bullets This is based on .a 
entirely mistaken reading cf the evid- 
ence. Our opponents do not use 
such bullets, for the very good reason 
that they have discovered somethiag 
fay more deadly at a long range. 
Their pointed bullet is carefully con- 
structed so that its centre .f mass is 
far back, On striking any tissue, soft 
or hard, it turns over and passes 
through backward, the uncovered 
base mushrooming as it advances, The 
point of the bullet is, under these cir- 
cumstances, unaltered. 

“In the course of operations, we 
have repeatedly met with specimens 
demonstrating the correctness of this 
wew—a minute wound of entrance 
and great internal destruction. The 
position of the bullet and its mush- 
roomed base admit of no other ex- 
planation.”

reporter through his official interpret- 
er, and he also added that he did not 
bother himself about what the Sultan 
of Turkey was doing, and that he had 
no desire to get entangled in the 
present war. 

By the tables of precedence orig- 
inated y the Prophet and afterward 
officially and solemnly ratified at Mec- 
ca, the Sultan of Sulu ranks next to 
the Commander of the Faithful, and 
is thus above the powerful Ameer of 
Afghanistan, who, it is said, follows 
the Sultan of Sulu on the official la- 
der. 

By inheritance, tradition and ac- 
knowledged rank the Sultan of Sulu 
is the lord of all Moslems residing in

Forest Reserve is Necessary 


Conservation of Waters..:d of Lake 
of the Woods Required to Main- 
tain Supply 

Lying near the western boundary of 
the province of Ontario, and extendirg 
into the province of Manitoba and the 
state of Minnesota, the Lake of the 
Woods system plays an important 
part in the water supply of that re- 
gion. When surrounded by a timber- 
ed area, the Watershed was amply 
protected, With the increase of popu- 
lation, however, the timber has bLe- 
come a prey to fire and ty the un- 
scientific forester, and under present 
conditions, it is only a question f 
time when all timber of any value wall 
be removed. 

The Lake of the Woods ‘atershed 
is the great reservoir of the Winnipeg 
river and the waterpowers of the latter 
supply the city of Winnipeg and town 
of Kenora with light und power. At 
an early date, Shoal lake, « tributary 
to the Lake of the Woods, will furnish 
the water supply for the city of Win- 
nipeg; construction work ou the pipe 
line is at present under . At the 
meeting of the Commission of Con- 
servation in January last, Mr. J. Lb. 
Challies, superintendent of the wa‘er 
power branch of the department of the 
interior, proposed that this district ve 
set aside as a forest resery 

The area is one in whic 
the nature of the underlying roc 
flood run-off of the rivers is excessive. 
The fact that the southwestern portion 
of the lake is in the United States 
renders the situation more difficult, 
in that it is not possibleto materially 
raise the level of the water by con- 
servation dams. 

For the perpetual benefit of the 
surrounding territery, it is of the ut- 
most importance that the Lake of the 
Woods district be sct aside as a for- 
est reserve, Tois would provide for 
the protection and renewal of the tim- 
ber, and for the maintenance of tae 
forest cover of the watershed. In 
this way the waters of the lakes, o1 
which go many depend for the supply 
of water, light and power, would »e 
conserved,—D,, in Conservation.

Editor, Guide:—In your issue of 
April 29 you have an editorial on 
prices of Canadian flour at home and 
abroad in which quotations from the 
market reports of The Northwestern 
Miller are used by way of illustration. 
These figures, as used, require some 
qualification and explanation. As they 


stand they convey an impression which 
je unfair te the Canadian milling in- 
dustry and since the quotations are 
ours, we presume you will be glad 
to have them properly related to each 
othe? by the authority from which 
they werd obtained, 

It is a mistake to compare the price 
of first patent flour in Winnipeg as 
given by our correspondent there with 
the price of Canadian flour quoted in 
our cables from leading British mar. 
kets. The flours are not the same— 
“First patent” in Winnipeg is a very 
high quality of household flour which 
is hardly ever exported in quantity. 
while “Canadian spring patent,” Glas- 
gow or London is a strong bakers’ 
grade which is sold to the baking 
trade. Both are called patents, but, 
they are not the same--_This—con- 
fusion is extremely common among) 
those who are not familiar with the 
sechnicalities of the flour business and 
arises from the unfortunately too 
promiscuous use that millers have 
made of the word “patent” as a de- 
scriptive term of flour. 

Further, I ‘hould like to point out 
that besides this confusion of grades, 
your editorial confuses the terms and 
conditions under which these quota 
tions are made, The price you name 
at Winnipeg is the local jobbing price 
for mixed car lots on open account 
to city and country buyers, while your 
British price is that at which flour is 
sold in large quantities in. vessels’ 
hold at the dock side; cash on pre- 
sentation of documents, 

To arrive at & proper comparison 
of prices for Canadian flour in Winnl- 
peg and Glasgow, you should take as 
your basis the grade known as strong 
bakers, This is the flour described 
in our British cables as Canadian 
spring patent. It is sold mostly to 
bakers and is, therefore, the kind in 
which consumers of bread are in 
terested. This grade sells in Winni- 
peg in straight car lots at $4.00 per 
barrel delivered, while the same flour 
is worth in Glasgow to-day about 25 
shillings per 280 lbs. c.1.f. terms, which 
means in vessels’ hold. This price 
is exactly equivalent to $4.20 per bar. 
rel. To land the flour and deliver it 
mm a Glasgow bakeshop would cost an- 
other 40 cents per barrel, including 
importer’s profit, which makes the 
delivered price Glasgow $4.60, as 
against $4.00 Winnipeg.

HAS YOUR SEED GRAIN 
BEEN CLEANED? 


Kditor Carn: — 

The Council desires to call 
attention of the rate-payers of the 
Rural Municipality of Marquis to 
the seeding of grain that contains 
noxious weed seeds. The govern- 
ment will, no doubt, ship in a large 
quantity of grain for the use of the 
applicants throughout Canada, and 
is very liable to contain noxious 
weed seeds.’ 

The council has decided to go to 
the expense of placing a weed in- 
spector in the field for the purpose 
of inspecting all seed thot goes into 
the ground this spring, This in- 
spector has been instructed to strict- 
ly enforce the ‘‘'Noxious Weed Act’? 
as regards seed grain, Following is 
a copy of section 19, of this Act: 
‘‘No person shall sell or dispose 
of, or offer for sale or disposal, or 
have in his possession for sale, any 
grain, grass, clover or other seeds 
intended for the purpose of seed, in 
which there is more than one séed of 
any noxious weed or seeds per

Woman Made Opera Cloak of Prairie 
Chicken Feathers 

The latest and most unique oddity 
in the way of wearing apparel was 
exhibited by a leading down-town 
furrier, Toronto, in the form of a 
lady's opera cloak made of the feath- 
ers plucked from prairie chickens. The 
originator and manufa:turer is a 
woman who lives on a farm outside of 
Saskatoon. She is asking $10,000 for 
the creation, The price seems exor- 
bitant and out of all proportion to the 
value of such an article, but a few 
facts about the making of it may ex- 
plain, 

‘Twelve years ago, the owner saw 
a picture of the ermine robe worn by 
British royalty. She conceived the 
idea of making such a one with the 
substitution for the feathers from 
prairie chickens for the extremely ex- 
pensive fur. For twelve years she toll- 
ed unceasingly, holding ever in her 
mind’s eye, the conception of the .in- 
ished cloak. 

A slight idea of the amount of work 
required can be given by the fact that 
3,697 prairie chickens had to be killed, 
plucked and every feather trimmed 
and clipped, then matched and sewn 
on the cloak. Kvery feather that-went 
on the creation had to be sewn in 
three different places. 

In its finished state, the opera 
cloak is full length and has an unusual 
appearance, each feather being white 
with a brown centre, To take the 
place of fasteners, the heads of the 
birds, three down each side, have been 
awn on. It is lined with brocaded 
sili, 

It is understood that if the owner 
is unable to find a purchaser in 'To- 
ronto, she will travel to Ottawa and 
endeavor to induce the government 
authorities there to include the cloak 
in the exhibit which will be sent from 
Canada to the World’s Fair at San 
Francisco this year.

The British government is advertis- 
ing in the Belgian refugee camps and 
elsewhere by means of circulars for 
artisans in certain trades.

Viceroy Announces that the Vast Empire has already sent Two 
Hundred Thousand Soldiers to Fight for the Allies 


in the War 


A special report from Delhi, says: . 
Hiis Wxcellency Lord Hardinge, the 
viceroy, delivered ao striking speech 
before the vice-regal council on the 
perticipation of the empire * India in 
the war. The galleries of the counsit 
chamber were crowded and the ad- 
dress of the viceroy was listened to 
with the most intense interest. Lord 
Hardinge, at the outset, expressed re- 
gret at the participation of Turkey in 
the Huropean conflict as a: alley of 
Germany, and: reviewed the events 
lending up to that event. 

His excellency proceeded: 

“T am well aware that many of ihe 
leading statesmen of India have doue 
their duty to the utmost to avert| 
war; but the authorities. at . Con- 
stantinople turned a deaf ear to all 
pleas. It is a striking fact that while 
thousands of M’slems are now fight- 
ing in the ranks of th> British, 
French and Russian armies, not a 
single Moslem exists in the German 
ranks. 

“It is no exaggeration to say that 
Enver Pasha's military clique, under 
Germany's compulsion, betrayed the 
interests of Islam, anl that the Turk- 
{sh government, in submitting to it, 
has abdicated its sovereignty and 
‘Turkey must now face the conse- 
quences of those actions, But how- 
ever the tide of events may share, 
there can be no doubt that the holy 
places shall remain inviolate, and 
that Islam will still be one of the 
great world forces. 

“From the moment that the inter- 
vention of Turkey appeared probable, 
it was clear that amongst the Mos- 
lems of India there would be a na- 
tural sentiment of sympathy with a 
great Mohammedan power, But when 
the character and motives of this 
war becanie fully known and realized 
by the Moslems of India, any such 
sentiment was absolutely swept aside 
by their feelings of unswerving 
loyalty to the King-Emperor and to 
the empire wise cause they re- 
cognized to be that of freedom, 
honor and justice. 

“The other great Indian communi- 
ties were noi behindhand in demon- 
strations of attachment to the Throne 


in Europe 


and Empire, and a towering wave of 
patriotism and loyalty swept over 
Indian from shore to shore. It has 
been a source of gratification to me to 
witness this universal demonstration 
of the loyalty of all classes and creeds 
of the people of India, This has been 
one more of Germany's miscalcula- 
tions which will bring about her ruin. 


“What has been particularly satis: 
factory to us all has been the splen- 
did behaviour of the Indian troops at 
the front. No trcops could have ‘be; 
haved more gallantly. This is recog- 
nized by all. We knew it could not 
be otherwise. It has als, been & 
source of pride to us all that, in ac- 
cordance with the boon announced at 
the King-Emperor’s Durbar, two Vic- 
toria. Crosses. haye already ~ been 
awarded to brave Indian soldiers, this 
much coveted decoration having’ in 
one case been bestowed by the hand 
of the King-Emperor himself. 

“On a_preyious occasion I announc- 
ed that India would send forces of 
over 70,000, Sihce then we have done 
much more, thanks to the energy and 
powers of organiz:tion of the com- 
mander-in-chief and the military auth 
orities, British and Indian troops 
have 
five theatres of the war; France, 
Egypt, East Africa, the Persian Gulf 
and China. We have despatched, or 
are despatching, nearly 200,000 men 
overseas to fight for the empire, of 
which we are proud to be a virile, 
living unit. These have been relleved 
by a certain number of fresh troops 
from England, so that at the same 
time we have maintained our mili- 
tary forces on the frontier unimpair- 
ed. 

“We are all proud of our military 
forces and of their gallantry. The 
fact that the government of India 
was thus able to help the Mother 
Country is the supreme mark of 
my absolute confidence in the fidel- 
ity and gallantry of our troops and in 
the loyalty of the Indian people, That 
confidence is being every day more 
and more justified. We need feel o0 
doubt regarding the ultimate triumph 
of right over might.”

men killing one another crudely with 
cold steel, just as they did in the days

feats of modern science are very 
wonderful, and there are real as well 
as make believe workers of magic. 

Wireless telegraphy, the heavier-than- 

air flying machine, a number of 

achievements in surgical and: medical 
science, have so inipresagd Qs that we 
no longer dare’ to say that anything 
is impossible. 
In that spirit, then, we approach the 
assertions of the crop of inventors 
who are proposing to supply us with 
‘the means of worsting our enemies in 
the present war. It goes without say- 
ing that-most of tliese proposals are 
~-worthless, but there are some which 
demand attention. We learn, for in- 

stance, that a person qescribed as “a 

distinguished English chemist” has 

produced an explosive substance the 
effect of which when used in artillery 
shells is “annihilating.” It is said that 

a shell filled with this substance will, 

on detonation, give out a blast of 

flame, over a mile long and nearly two 

hundred yards wide, of so intense a 

nature that nothing can live in the 

area of its passage. Men, animals and! 
things are ‘urned instantly into a 
scorched and charred mass, and all the } 
atmosphere within the radius of the 
explosion is so affected that instead 
of supporting it destroys life, chemical 

stion being brought to bear on the 
yen that it contains. : 

“Itis not a question, we oe assured, ; 
of poisoning the atmosphere, a method 
of warfare forbidden by The Hague 
conventions—instruments to which 
the Allies still adhere, although most 
of them have been repudiated and vio- 
lated by the enemy. The inventor 
says he has subjected to his use one! 
of the great destructive forces of na- 
ture, the action of which cannot be gb- 
jected to on the humanitarian grounds 


which hitherto have influenced the de- 
cisions of The Hague conferences. He 
further says for his discovery that it 
should be welcomed from » humanit- 
arian point of view, because the illim- 
itability of its destructive powers will 
make war impossible, 

“It may well be true, as we are in- 
formed that the war office has tested 
the invention and has decided to adopt 
{t. If the full assertion of the inventor 
be established the whole course of the 
campaign ought to be affected, Noth- 
ing should resist the action of the ex- 
plosive—neither the deepest trenches 
nor the strongest fortifications, It 
ought to sweep thé enemy out of 
France and Flanders before the new} 
year is a month old. ,One is bound} 
to credit the possibilities of the dis- 
covery, but then, as I have said, one 
has heard of similar discoveries so of- 
ten before. It will be wise, 1 fancy, 
for us to go on with the preparation of 
our new armies.”

Unanimity of Purpose and 
Resources 


The following interestiug letter was 
written by a well known Lortdon bust- 
ness man to a friend in Canada. It 
reflects the feeling prevalent in Great 

(Britain, that there will be no end to 
[the war until German militarism is 
crushed and the just cause of the Al- 
lies has been vindicated: 


Now with regard to the war, I saw 


enough when up in the north of Eng-| 


land to satisfy me the German's game 
is. up. If {t were a football tle. final 
they could not be putting more energy 
into it than they are in getting re- 
cruits. Hach township is vying with 


the other, and the daily figures are} 


anxiously compared. A week ago I 
spent. on évening with a Russian 
refugee, though banned for years past 
from his country, he is most enthus- 
fastic on Russia's awakening, He says 
ths war has moved the whole nation; 
“the Czur is now a hero and “the peo- 
ple. carry him on their hands.” By 
arrangement with Japan, Russia is 
able to bring up her hordes from her 
furthest limits. So vast is the territory 
over which they are converging that 
it may be another month yet before 
her whole weight is felt. 5,000,000 are 
already available and another 6,000,- 
000 to come, Jap:in has Jent Russia 
her heavy ariillery. For 15 days the 
trans-Siberian railway was closed for 
ths transportation of war material 
now on the frontier. Franca has still 
a big reserve of men preparing for the 
forward march, and England's Terri- 
torials are now doubled and number 
600,000. Kitchener's Army of 1,000,- 
000 have enrolled and the second mil- 
lion voted for. Our regular army, 
Which has lost 60,000 of its best in 
killed, wounded and missing, is being 
| kept up to strength so that, what with 
| the navy, its reserves and the noble 
help from the Dominions abroad and 
India, it is with a force of two and a 
{half to thre millions, Germany will 
have to.count by the time she has 
broken her morale on the western 
frontier. In the meantime no one could 
ask more than that she should bring 

o her ma-ses to be decimated as near 
to our base as she could possibly get, 
without actually fighting in our own 
country. Joffre by a big effort, could 
today drive them back to their front- 
jer. But to what purpose? The coun- 
try the enemy hold is already devas- 
tated and where they are it is con- 
venient to hold and fight them. As 
Joffre’ is said to have expressed it, 
“Leave me alone. 1 am_ nibbling 
} them!” Iam sure tho Kaiser has more 
cause for anxiety than the French 
| President. We in Hngland do not 
overlook that in their desperation a 
raid on England is among the possi- 
bilities. From the preparation that has 
been made anyone might think it’ was 
expected daily. Entrenchments have 
been thrown up all along the coast. 
The coasts ure patrolled. systemati- 
cally and troops are quartered for 
training and défence purposes “all 
along the coasts. If they come the 
old country will give a pretty good ac- 
count of herself. I was watching, 
hat in hand, some of the wounded be- 
ing lifted out of the Red Cross motors 
and carried into one of the infirmaries 
in Manchester only yesterday and as 1 
watched with a heart full of sympathy, 
a clatter was heard up the street and 
about 30 young fellows on their own 
horses trottea past going to enroll. 
A finer lot of men and hors s no min 
could wish to see, and this is going 
on all over the empire. 

Of the havy you and we hear little, 
suffice to say communication is open 
with our oversea brethren and the 
German's £300,000,000 navy remains 
in port. Our navy may be silent but 
that it is effective I think is sufficient- 
ly demonstrated by the fact this letter 
will reach you in scheduled time and 
leave me as it will find you, “carrying 
on,” though the world’s biggest. bat- 
tles are being fought within 100 miles 
of where 1 write. It is a great herit- 
age we share with you, und a Zep- 
pelin raid on this old city though it 
might destroy a few historic build- 
ings that belong as much to America 
as they do to you, me and posterity, 
would only determine and steel -the 
British empire to see the matter 
through and the right of all, both 
great and little countries to live, set- 
tled once for all in Berlin itself, 


Whitby Abbey- Damaged. 


Germans ,Desecrated, Ancient Ruin of 
Whitby 

One of the cradles of British his- 
tory was the picturesque old ruin 
deliberately assailed by German shells 
during the piratical raid upon the 
east coast of Hngland by the Ger- 
mans. 


Whitby Abbey and its associations 
are familiar to all the Knglish speak- 
ing, world, and the firing upon a 
buifding thus isolated is an example 
of the policy of “frightfulness” with 
no corresponding military advantage 
| whatever, ' 

The famous Abbey dates back to 
the middle years of the seventh cen- 
tury, when HHda, the daughter of 
| King Edwin, erected the Abbey on 
the cliff round which clustered the 
town that came to be called Whitby. 
Under the Lady Hilda’s vigorous ad- 
ministration the Abbey became a 
famous school of learning, and here 
in 664 was held the historic Synod 
which determined the aster con- 
troversy in favor of the Western Use 
that has ever since obtained, 

Here, too, on the monastery lands, 
was born the churl Caedmon, whom 
St. Hilda, impressed with his poetic 
gifts, caused to be received into the 
monastery, and here he composed the 
first British great poem of .the Crea- 
tion, which may have inspired Mil. 
ton, a thousand years later, with the 
idea of Paradise Lost. . 

The existing wuins of the Abbey 
are mainly Barly English developing 
into the decorated style of architec- 
ture and they possess som. original 
features of their own, 

The injury of so veneradle a relic 
will bring home to any wh) may still 
have had doubts something of the 
character of the foe with whom we 
have to deal, 

It was hitting the nation on a very 
sore spot when the Germans struck 
the ancient ruing of this renowned 
old building.

At the moment we are called upon to 
repel by force an aggression on liberty 
and human rights, »:d no effort must 
be spared, no sacrifice omitted, that 
may be necessary to overcome a de- 
sign that is served with the infinite 
resources of science, organization, 
courage and discipline. But we are 
iighting not to destroy or to outlaw a 
peuple or a’race, and, if we allew our- 
selyes to be led away by tno passions 
of revenge and cruelty, we do violent 
dishonor to the great-cause that is in 
our keeping. Sonie day our business 
will not be war, but reconstruction 
and in that reconstruction all Europe 
will take its part. What Talleyrand 
said of his diplomatic achievement, 
that he had regained for France the 
right of citizenship in Hurope, will 
mever have to be said by a German 
statesman, for nobody proposes, when 
the allies have won their victory, to 
disfranchise any Europsan people. 
We shall be engaged in the work of 
the three dying soldiers, and from 
that work nobody will be .xcluded.— 
London Nation.

Field Marshal French «rrived at 
Folkstone wearing the overccat and 
rather soiled cap, of an enlisted man, 
{He made no attemp: to disguise him- 
igelf otherwise, and on the channel boat 
attracted no notice whatever. At 
Folkstone he was met by Lord Kitch- 
ener, and both proceeded by automo- 
bile to Walmer Castle, near Deal, 
where the premier, Mr, Asquith, re- 
sides. There a council of war was 
held, attended also by th? teacers of 
the two political parties. 

Sir John then came to London, 
where .he attended councils the next 
two days, the Kittr being present on 
one occasion. His nights were passed 
in, his own home, where hourly. mes- 
sages wer? received direct from his 
Leadquarters at the frort. 

On his trip by train from. Folkstone 
to London and on his return from Vic- 
toria station. none of the passengers 
gave a second look at the old soldier 
in the priyate’s coat and cap, shorn of 
insignia. Nor did they on the vessel 
curing the trip to Calais, 

On landing at Calais, however, Sir 
John appeared in his full uniform of 
field marshal and was enthusiastically 
acclaimed by the throng as he drove 
through the streets to the station, 

Field Marsha] French is said to have 
remarked that this would be his last 
trip t6 Loncon until the end of the 
war, . 


New Motor Fuel 


New Discovery of Vegetable Product 
to Take the Place of Petrol 

The Cape Town papers give great 
prominence to the discovery in Dur- 
ban, Natal, of a new motor feel. It 
bears the appropriate name of Na: 
talite, and it is claimed to be an ua- 
doubted succoss, Natalite is a vege- 
table production, made 
cane, potatocs, and corn, and can be 
put on the market at one-third the 
price of petrol, 

The importation of petrol last year 
totalled about 4,000,000 gallons, valued 
at £350,000, ana the estimate of im- 
ports for the current year are 6,000,- 
000, representing £525,000 value, If 
Natalite is a success in addition :o 
utilizing the tons of crushed cane and 
the spoiled corn crop, it will keep in 
South Africa an ever increasing sum 
of money and will establish a new 
industry in the country, 

A test lias been made in motor 
boats and motor cars. The latter wag 
n severe test on distance, hill climb- 
ing, Stops and starts under many 
conditions. 

Several experiments were made. 
One showed the danger through fire 
from petrol as contrasted with, Natl: 
ite, Petrol and Natalite proved equal- 
ly inflammable, and, while the petrol 
tiames could not bo extinguished by 
water, the Natalite flames were 
easily oyercome, for the simple rea- 
son that Natalite mixes with water 
and becomes denaturalized almost in- 
stantly. 

The burning of petrol and Natalite 
on separate-pieces of zinc’ showed 
that petrol left-its deposit and Natal- 
ite burned clean,

Anecdotes That Throw Light on Char- 
acter of Lord Fisher 

Here are some good stories of Lord 
Fisher, recently appointed First Lord 
of the British admiralty. 

A commander whose reputation for 
discipline has made him almost as 
much feared as admired, Lord Fish- 
er’s devotion to duty is such that he 
will brook no shirking from any man 
under him, and \voe betide the unfor- 
tunate officer or handy man who 
dares to question his authority. A cer- 
tain captain once sent word that it 
was impossible to get his ship to such- 
and-such a place on a given day. 

“Umph!" replied Lord Fisher; “tell 
Captain’ —— that if he is not ready 
to lonve X. on the day named, I will 
haye him towed there,” 

Another story illustrative of Lord 
Fisher's determination to get what he 
wants refers to an occasion when he 
conceived the idea of putting up a 
wireless installation on the cupola of 
the Admiralty at Whitehall, For some 
reason, however, the post office re- 
fused permission, One day, therefore, 
half a dozen seamen swarmed up the 
cupola and ran up the “wireless” in 
the face of outraged authority.

“Oh,” said Lord 
Fisher, “it is only run up tentatively

The admiral laughed 
and took him-down to dinner, 

Like Kitchener, Lord Fisher's motto 
has always been “Deeds, No* Words,” 
and it is a remarkable fact that for 
many years the-ship he comm, .nded 
always had the motto “Silence—Deeds 
not Words,” displayed in a prominent 
position for th» edification of the offic- 
ers, 

It was at an academy banquet some 
years ago that Lord Fisher told how 
he found another motto, When com- 
mander-in-chief in the Mediterranean 
he one day went to inspect a small 
destroyer, only 260 tons, “but such 
was her pride and swagg2r,” said Sir 
John, “that she might have been 16,- 
000. The Heutenant in command took 
me around. She was beautifully in or- 
der, and I came aft to the wheel and 
saw there ‘Ut Venjcnt Omnes.’ ‘Here,’ 
1 said, ‘what the deuce is that?’ Sa- 
liting mg, the lieutenan* replied, ‘Let 
‘em all come!’” 

It was at this banqu:t also that 
Lord Fisher used a phrase which is 
particularly appropriate at the mo- 
ment. “No soldier of ours can go any- 
where,” he said, “unless a sailor car- 
ries him on his back.” It wa3 a phrase 
which brought down the house, but 
the cheers were partially due to the 
fact that Lord Fisher, in tne whirl of 
his excitement, emptied a decenter of 
claret over the shizt front of Lord 
Middleton, who was then secretary of 
war, and who was sitting next to 
him.

Nickel. for Alien Enemy 


Naval and Military Record Takes up 
Important Question 

The Naval and Military Record un- 
der. the title “War Material 
Enemy,” thus discusses the Canadian 
nickel industry: 

“There is a feeling in som? quarters 
that our British sea power is, owing 
to various considerations, not produc- 
ing on the enemy the economic re- 
strictions which it ought to produce, 
On the one hand it may be recognized 
the foreign office has an extremely 
hard task in dealing witn the power- 
ful neutral nations. We cannot afford 
in this struggle to alienate these who, 
remaining outside the influence of the 
war, yet regard us and our cause with 
sympathy. At the same time the 
nation ought to have the assurance 
that effectual measures will be taken 
to prevent Germanp or Austria-Hun- 
gary receiving material necessary :o 
the production of war material. As an 
instance of the anxiety which is felt 
in this connection we have only to 
turn to the Canadian papers. Bust- 
ness men in the Dominion fear that 
Canadian nickel is still reaching the 
enemy, It is known of course that no 
nickel goes direct from Canada to 
Germany, but it is known to go to a 
refinery in New Jersey ond it is assert- 
ed, ;.nd not denied, that Messrs. Krupp 
own stock in the American refinery, 
The Canadian order-in- council pro- 
hibits the export of nickel to enemy 
countries, but the Montreal Journal of 
Commerce assures us that nickel in 
the shape of “matte” continues to go 
from Canada to New Jersey, where 
‘the refinery takes place, and from the 
American refinery to any country 
wanting it, 

“So far as the public can see, Ger- 
many is today as free as she ever was 
to take Canadian nickel and use it in 
her warfare against the British em- 
pire. We send our soluiers to fight for 
the empire and we send our nickel to 
help the*Germans make war upon us. 
This declaration by the principal com- 
mercial paper of Canada cannot be a 
mere piece of sensational journalism. 
‘We may be sure that it was not made 
without full knowledge of what is go- 
ing on, It is admitted that possibly 
some sort of guarantee against ship- 
ment to Germany has been given, but 
if Krupps are part owners of the fac- 
tory in New Jersey, of whe: value is 
any such guarantee?”

We in- 
deed are the Ishmael of Europe. You | 
in England say you cannot trade with | 
us because to do so would b2.to trade , 
with your enemy. You say you cannot! 
open the port of Antwerp, our door of | 
relief, because it would be Jf advant- 
age to Germany, You say you cannot | 
evex send us money, because it might 
reach your enemy, Thus the Germans, | 
the French and the British have a; 
ring of steel around our territory 
through which none may enter and 
none may depart without the permis- 
sion of the belligerents. 


“The Germans say, ‘If England likes | 
to allow trade with Antwerp your in- | 
dustries will revive. If she does not, 
well, we are sorry, but we suppose 
you must take the consequences, See 
The Hague convention,’ ” 

While the belligerents argued, Mr, 
Franqui added, seven million persons 
were confronted with actual starvation 
Lut with tie formation of the Ameri- 
can Relief Commission the obstacles 
in the way of ministering to the 
wants of the Belgians were overcome 
and shipments of food were perm'tted |

“We are proud of our thrifty race,” 
Mr. Franqui said in closing, “but we 
are now at the iiercy of the world. If 
mercy is not accorded we shall no 
longer exist.” 


Primitive Weapons 


‘Bows and Arrows Used Only a Cen- 
tury Ago 

It is on:y. one hundred years since 
soldiers fought with bows and ar- 
rows in European wars, and that, too, 
‘on the fields of southern Belgium, 
where the present war began, 

It was in ‘1818, when all Burope 
was armed gainst Napoleon, Hvyery 
one of the allied nation: brought 
every possible resource of men and 
means to further this end. Among 
them was Russia. To 
sent soldiers from the newly con- 

ered tribes that dwelt upon the 
steppes of Asia: Bokharans and Turk- 
omans and Tartars and other half- 
savage peoples. Many of these regi- 
ments were i.rmed with bows and ar- 
rows, 

Joniini, the military historian, 
speaks of a great number of these 
that fought side by side with the 
Prussians in eastern Germany and in 
Belgium, and he says that these bow- 
men held their own against the 
French infantry. Their aim, he gays, 
was surprisingly good, and they could 
shoot an arrow with effect almost 
as far as a musket ball was effect- 
ive, which, in those days, was not 
much more than a hundred yards, 

And now arrows, iron ones, are 
being used again as darts dropped 
from aeroplanes,

Austrian Army 
is Demoralized 


Large Proportion of Officers Among 
Austrians Captured 

The military critic of the Bourse 
Gazette reckons that the loss of the 
Austrians in prisoners is equal to 
their number of dead and wounded 
and placcs the fighting st.ength of 
Austria now at two-thirds’ of what 
it was at the beginning of the war. 

He cites the smaller percentage of 
Austrian artillery falling into Rus- 
sian hands and says this is cc- 
counted for by an explanation in a 
recent issue of the officiat War 
Messenger to the effect that since 
the second Austrian retreat from 
Poland the Austrian artillery is al- 
Ways withdrawn from the field be- 
fore the fitial issue of the battle. 
This, he declares, amount; to be- 
ginning a retveat before they are ac- 
tually defeated. 

The critics also point out the 
large’ proportion of officers, includ- 
ing colonels and leutenant-colonels, 
amogn the prisoners; as indicating 
the demoralization of tha Austrian 
irmy and the loss of tle fighting 


spirit. He states that the last 50,- 
000 Austrian prisoners included 600 
commissioned officers. The writar 


satrasts this with the results where 
the Russians are engaged cgainst the 
G.rman. There, he declares, the 
officers fall fighting. 

The Germans in the early coa- 
termed it the imperial battle,- 


highest authority that upon their 
success depended the whole future of 
the war, and as a reward for their 
success they were promised that 
they would be disbanded to their 
homes, 

The character of the fighting also 
compelled the Germans to rely for 
once upon their manhood instead of 
their machinery; yet they still per- 
sist in their massed formations 
against rifle, maxim or bayonet, and 
their losses have been appalling be- 
yond anything experienced  else- 
where, Ixperts estimate that tie 
Germans ‘ave lost two-thirds of 
their armies in Poland. 

If there was one point besides 
their war machinery upon which the 
Germans particularly pride them- 
selves it was their marching power: 
yet even the Russians. ‘have shown 
themselves immeasurably superior. 
The Grand Duke officially noted a 
whiel ago that one Russian - army 
corps had marched and fought con- 
tinuously for months, taken fortified 


positions, «and covered over 600 
miles. Yet the Russians do their 
marching flat foot, whereas the 
Germanic recorns are maue_ by 


means of motor traction. 
Out of a total of 750,000 Austrian 
losses on the Russian front, a large 


proportion has been suffered by 
Hungarians, who fought with con- 
spicuous courage, Several Ny 
Hungarian regiments have beon al- 


mosi annihilated, 

Survivors of South Atlantic Fight 

Upwards of 200 German officers and 
seamen rescued after the naval en- 
gagement between the German and 
British squadrons off the Falkland 
Islands, in the southern Atiantic on 
December 8, arrived safely in Enzg- 
land and were taken to detention 
camps. As the German sailors march- 
ed through the streets they appeared 
to besquite contented, cheering their 
comrades as tne Square separated.

Employment —How to Reduce the 
Force of This Menace 


While farming is the basis of Can- 
ada’s wealth, the factories of Canada 
are the direct source of révenue for 
a large number of our population. 
From Sydney to Victoria, from Prince 
Albert to Toronto, Canada is dotted 
with factories, and around each fac- 
tory is a little community of workers; 
the factory hands, the storekeepers 
who sell them their supplies, the doc- 
tors who tend them when they are ill, 
the street cars that carry them to and 
from their work, the railways who 
depend pon them for a large part 
of their traffic, and the other mills 
which manufacture various kinds of 
g00ds—boots, shoes, clothing, under- 
wear, etc.—to supply. these workmen. 

Shortness of Money 

War may mean higher prices for 
Canadian ‘armer, in whose good for- 
tune all must rejoice, for his pros- 
perity is our prosperity. But what 
the nation may gain by the higher 
Prices paid for Canadian wheat, it 
may more than lose by the closing 
of Canadian factories The farmer 
need never worry about the possibility 
of utemployment; there is always 
demand for what he produces. But 
the ghost of unemployment faces 
thousand: upon thousands of Canadian 
workmen this winter- unless the Can- 
edian people as a whole combine to 
keep business alive in the Dominion. 
‘Already, in ones, twos and threes, 
here, there and everywhere through- 
out the Dominion, factories are being 
closed down for lack of work, or are 
running on half time. The money 
supply of Canada has been reduced 

and people cannot buy as much as in 

tho past. The same shortness of 
money prevents the factory owners 
carrying on their trade in the face of 
falling demand for their goods. Thus 

factory workers are laid off, the mil- 

Hons of doilars in wages and salarics 

which formeriy went to make Can- 

adian communities busy and pros. 
perous are greatly reduced. There is 
not the same trade for the corner 

Grocer or the butcher next door to 

him. People walk instead of riding 

by street car. They do without the 

* clothing which otherwise they might 

have bought. And so the whole pro- 

cess reacts cndlessly against the en- 
tire prosperity of the country. 
Effect of Individual Action 

By cultivating a spirit of intelligent 

optimism, by facing the situation 

frankly but cheerfully, a great deal of 
the difficulty can be overcome. 


For 
ft is the lack of confidence, following 
trade depression, whih really causes 
the worst sort of “hard times.” Can- 
adians can, to a large extent, reduce 
the danger of great depression by 
keeping their faith in their country 
and living as near to normal as pos- 


sible. But, to do this,

balance in the urban centres—to 
secure a better system of agricultur- 
al credits—to facilitate the trans- 
portation and marketing of farm 
products—and to extend agricui- 
tural education, Amongst other 
things, it may be stated, as per- 
hapsa significant fact, that the 
Calgary Consumer’s League, which 
is a combination of the house-wives 
of Calgary to keep down the cost of 
living, was represented by its pres- 
ident and executive committee at 
the Olds convention of the Rural 
Development League. 

It remains to say that the latter 
league has a strong executive. In 
the person of G. R. Marnoch, pres- 
ident of the Lethbridge Board of 
Trade, it has a president who has 
already demonstrated the feasibility 
of linking up the development of 
the city with the prosperity of the 
farmer. The Lethbridge Board of 
Trade’s system of advancing live- 
stock to farmers is proving a great 
success, and is becoming the stand- 
ard of similar schemes elsewhere.
